Dr. Francis D. Bode, California 
Institute of Technology paleontol¬ 
ogist and son of Dean Arnold G. 
Bode, of Sierra Madre, brought 
back word Thursday that another 
Titanothere prehistoric mammal 
—has been discovered in the 
heat baked hills of Death Valley. 

Making its headquarters at 
Leadfield, the Institute field par¬ 
ty has been exploring the desert 
region for the past six months 
and now it is planned to estab¬ 
lish camp near the vicinity of 
the find for the summer in order 
to probe the fossil beds more 
thoroughly. 

The discovery definitely con¬ 
firms the supposition that mil¬ 
lions of years before the ice age, 
the now barren Mojave was a fer¬ 
tile region sustaining many now 
extinct forms of life. Accom¬ 
panying Dr. Bode on his survey 
were his wife, the former Mar¬ 
garet Griebenow, and a party of 
five Cal-Tech scientists.

th. ■ at of the fire. In this not 
nly do firemen save time, but 
also preserve furniture and valu- 
liies. This has been a big im- 
p; ve lent in fighting fires. 

There are many other objec¬ 
tion- heard that would not make 
interesting reading, so we ask 
t!. t before you ridicule us too 
bitterly that you be sure we are 
making a mistake. Many mis¬ 
takes are made in the excitement 
of fire fighting and we are no 
exception to the rule. No one re- 
lets these mistakes more than 
the conscientious men of the 
S rra Madre Fire Department, 
therefore a mistake is always a 
good lesson. We have learned 
many things from mistakes. It 
would be a good policy for those 
who enjoy “panning” to first be 
sure that they would not make 
the same mistake. 

However, no one is "sore” and 
for good healthy criticism we 
are always open minded.
